is The suggestion in your reference memorandun that we make a 
fresh start on the entire subject of coordinating and integrating Army 
and Navy signal intelligence (commmication intelligence) activities 
meets with my complete anproval. 


26 I agree with you that we should again refer the question of 
our signal intelligence (communication intelligence) activities to the 
Arny-Navy Conmunication Intelligence Board. I shall direct the Navy 
menbers of this Board to approach the problem with open minds, and to 
arrive at the best possible solution with the army members, or to work 
out alternative proposals in the event that complete agreement cannot 

“be reacaed by the Board. 


3. It is increasingly apparent to me that, with present demo- 
bilization of personnel and the increasing necessity for intelligence 
on a number of targets, we cannot keep ourselves properly informed un- 
less we have the most complete integration, either by joint direction 
or allocation of all tasks in the signal intelligence (communication 
intelligence) field. 


he Incidentally, I hope the Board's first step will be to ar- 
rive at a comvon designation for signal intelligence (communication ‘ 
intelligence ).
